At no period since the days of the 
world war has there been greater rea- 
son for rejoicing throughout the state 
than at the present, with prospects for 
a 1,250,000-bale cotton crop; a tobacco 
crop estimated at more than $).0,000,- 
000: one of the biggest peach crops 
in the stage’s history; greatly increas- 
ed yields of melons, now beginning to 
move to markets, and indications that 
crops of corn and other grain and 
other crops will show’ big yields over 
any year since 1918. 

Prospects of a quarter million bale 
increase in cotton and a $4,000,000 in- 
crease in tobacco over 1924 is re- 
flected after a careful survey of the 
state by The Constitution, reporters 
having covered practically all sections 
and their reports have been carefully 
summed up and a conservative esti-

Million Last Year. 

Georgia's 1924-cotton crop exceeded 
1,000,000 bales by only a small mar- 
gin, while the tebacco crop Inst year 
broucht growers $6,551,659. The 1924 
cotton acreage was smaller than this 
year, reports indicating an increase 
in acreage °t- year of between 15 
and 20 per cent. The tobacco acre- 
age last year was estimated at 40,000 
acres, with a yield of - 30,024,502 
pounds, at an average price of 21.82 
cents per pound. The vaj@e per acre 
of the crop was fixed at $160.41. Fig- 
ures this year will show a greater 
acreace and a better yield—possibly

Paris, July 4.—Vigorous  affirma- 
tion that France will pay her war 
debts to America and emphatic de- 
nial ‘that she ever had dreamed of 
repudiating it were uttered by Premier 
Painleye tonight in a stirring speech 
befére the -Americaa Chamber of 
Commerce of Paris. 3

Fourth of July banquet. Painleve, 
making the concluding address, de- 
clared : : 

Speaks Frankly on Debt. 

“T want to speak out frankly, be- 
cause frankness is necessary in such 
a case. I want to speak on the ques- 
tien of which M. Briand spoke a day 
ago—the question of the French debt 
to the United States. I want to speak 
with all the force I possess and with 
all the authority I possess as chief 
of the government. 

“France does not dream and never 
has dreamed of repudiating her debts.

Dr. H. F. Harris, of Atlanta, one 
of the south’s most prominent and 
studious physicians and former sec- 
retary of the state board of health, 
apparently has brought to an end the 
greatest search in the history of medi- 
cal science—that for a cure for cancer, 
the..most dreaded scourge of the hu- 
man race. 

Learning that Dr. Harris had ap- 
pez.red briefly before the Fulton Coun- 
ty Medical society and given a sketchy 
outline of what he had accomplished, 
The Constitution Saturday undertook 
to trace Dr. Harfis’. work through his 
patients and succeeded in learning 
that in at least one case canter, far 
advanced, ready to take the life of its 
victim, not only has been checked, 
but apparently has been absolutely 
cured—the first time in the history of 
the world, so far as is known, ‘that a 
eancer has been vanquished throngh 
the use of drugs. At least 20 malig- 
nant growths, most of them in early 
stages, have been cured by Dr. Har- 
ris, it was learned. 

Victim Tells of Cure. 

Physicians’ of all men shrink to 
the greatest degree from publicity. 
Therefore, it was not possible to in- 
duce Dr. Harris to talk of his tre- 
mendous achievement. Even. those 


Pphysicians who were’approached about 


the matter were chary of heir. opin- 
ions. Cancer had been cured by Dr. 
Harris, they admitted, but only ap- 
parently: It might recur, or the next 
case might not respond. That is the 
scientific demand for. the truth before 
a fact is blazoned to the world. But 
there is no doubt in the mind of this 
writer, who went to the home of-a 
woman who lives: on Ponce de Leon 
avenue a block and a half from Peach- 
tree street, but whose name is with- 
held, and heard frfom her lips the 
story of the miracle.

FROMBOSTON CLUB 
WHICH COLLAPSED 


Estimates of Probable 
Dead Rise to 25—Six- 
teen Are Treated for In- 
juries at Hospitals. 


RESCUE WORK SLOW 
BECAUSE OF WALLS 


Collapse of Building 
Came Without Warn- 
ing; Dancers Torn Apart 
by Sinking Floor. 


Boston, July 4.—After a grim 
fight against the odds imposed by tons 
of debris that once was the notorious 
“Pickwick Club” of Boston, scores of 
rescuers by 11:30 p. m. Saturday 
night had reclaimed the bodies of 11 
persons who met death when the five- 
story brick building collapsed with- 
out warning early Saturday morning. 

The body 6f one other was seen 
in the wreckage, but rescuers had been 
unable to reach it. 

The total fatality list sat 11:30 
p. m., therefore, stood at 12. With 
the finding of five additional bodies 
between 11 and 11:30, estimates of 
probable dead rose to 25. 

List of Known Dead. 

The 11 bodies reelaimed from the 
wreckage at 11:30 p. m. were: - 

W. H. Marr, of Dallas, Texas, 
member of crew of coast guard cutter 
Mohave. 

Mrs. Mary Keagan, Cambridge, 
Mass.;' Payl Holleran, policeman, 
South Boston; John J. Scates, Rox- 
bury, Mass.; Mrs. Edith Jordan, Som- 
erville, Mass.; Foris Curtis, Boston; 
imnidentifed man, believed to be John 
Murphy, address unknown; wnidenti- 
fied decapitated woman; unientified 
woman; two unidentified men. 

The dead person still in the wreck- 
age was an unidentified man, believed 
a Boston police inspector. 

Sixteen were injured — seriously 


enough to warrant hospital treatment, 
although none had died. 


Had Just Finished Dance. 


The patrons of the Pickwick club 
had just finished a late dance number 
to the strains of “The Twelfth Street 
Rag,” at 3:05 a. m., when the build- 
ing crashed down upon their heads 
without warning. Couples were torn 
apart and separated, others were car- 
ried down with the debris, while still 


|others miraculously. managed to stum- 


ble to safety over what remained of 
the building. » 

The early morning babble in the 
streets of Boston's Chinatown—where 
the building was. located—-instantly 
was dwarfed into a whisper by the 
crash of tons of debris. Agonized 


‘shrieks of the trapped and injured 


called scores of volunteers to the 
scene. A fire alarm was sounded. 
Police reserves were hurriedly called 
out. The section was roped off lest 
the lone remaining wall of the build- 
ing topple over and add to the already 
heavy toll. 
Firemen Search Ruins. 

Under command of Fire Chief Dan- 
iel F. Sennott—who arrived clad in 
a suit hurriedly pulled over his night- 
clothes—firemen immediately began 
searching the creaking ruins for vie- 
tims. Automobile headlights were 
commandeered to illuminate the scene 
and scores of volunteer resctiers were 
pressed into service. 

Beside -the Pickwick club and be- 
lieved by some to be the  ppssible 
cause of the disaster, is # vacant 
lot where extensive excavation is un- 
der way. It was believed possible 
the excavation had weakened the 
walls of the building, and that the 
swaying of the dancers had “kicked” 
the key timber in the whale strue-

Thursday 
these duties represented France’s last 
word and that Germany must actept 
or reject the list as it stood.

HUGE POWER PROJECT 
BUILT AT COLUMBUS 


Columbus, Ga., July 4.—The har- 
nessing of 80,000 harsepower, now be- 
ing carried on at Bartlett's ferry, on 
the Chattahoochee river, about 18 
miles from here, by the Columbus 
Kiectric and Power company, is per- 
haps one of the largest hydro-electric 
developments in the,zsouth. This big 
development is expected to be com- 
pleted early in 1926. The entire ex- 
penditure will cost approximately 
$7.500,000. 

The completion of this big project, 
which was begun last year, will mean 
a much greater waterpower develon- 
ment to Celurbus and the western 
section of Georgia. Aside from the 
80,000 horsepower which it will 
eventually have, the big dam_ meas- 
ures 150 feet in height, is 1,975 feet 
long end 124 feet wide at the base. 

In addition to the dam, a large 
expenditure will be invested in the 
erection gf transmission lines, it is 
said, all of which is covered in the 
$7,500,000 figure.

Since actual construction of the 
Bartlett’s ferry dam was started in 
4924, the number of laborers bas in- 
creased. Beginning with=but a few 
hundred workers, today there are said 
to be employed on’ this project more 
than 1,200 Jaborers, which gives an 


insight into the hugeness of the con- |} 


struction work. i 
It is pointed out by officials of 
the company that when the dam has 
been, completed that there will be a 
mammoth pond, estimated at approx- 
imately 6,400 acres or about 10 
square. miles. In addition to the 
work on the Bartlett’s ferry dam, an 
additional power line of 11,00 volt- 
age was constructed from Goat Rock, 
which is a distance of eight miles, 
for the purpose of supplying power 
necessary at the new dam. 


It is also pointed out that a 110)- 
000-vaqlt transmission line was con- 
structed from the site of the new dam 
to Manchester, about 35 miles, where 
it will connect with the Central of 
Georgia Power company’s» lines, 
which power will supply industries in 
that section of Georgia. 

L. V. Branch, who was fotmerly 
in charge of the construction of the 
Mitchell dam for the Alabama Power 
company, is the engineer in charge of 
the big Bartlett’s ferry project, as- 
sisted by G. F. Harley, who is engi- 
neer in direction of the large reser- 
voir. 


On West Side. 


_The dam is located on the west 
side of the Chattahoochee river at 
the headwaters of the Goat Rock 
dam, also constructed by the Colum- 
bus Power company. In adilition to

New York, July 4.—The half-pint 
bootlegger, the cheap postal crook and 
all other petty offenders against the 
laws of the United States have been 
ranted immunity by Emory D. 

uckner, United States attorney in 
New York city, because, as Buckner 
puts it, the administration of the gov: 
ernment’s criminal laws is practically 
in the hands of a receiver. 

Realizing the futility of trying to 
bring all offenders to complete jus- 
tice under a system which entitles 
them to jury trials, Buckner has told 
the various Jaw-enforcement agencies 
of the government that he doesn’t 
want thém to stuff the files of his 
office with complaints and evidence 
against minor rogues. 

“Recently we cleared up 1,100 petty 
prohibition cases in tw.) weeks,” 
Buckner remarked elaborating a pub- 
lic address of his in which he said 
the government ought to provide po- 
lice courts for police court prosecu- 
tions. 

“The reformers who think prohibi- 
tion is more important i..un any other

my sueeessor in office would start in 
just 500 years behind in his work.

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Atlanta-Chattanooga 
Highway Is Planned 
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Rome, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Barry Wright, president of 
the Rome Chamber of Commerce, and 
who last Tuesday was elected chair- 


man of a commission created to for- 
mulate plans looking to the passage 
by the Georgia legislature at the pres- 
ent session, a bill creating a. high- 
way zone of the Dixie highway extend- 
ing from Atlanta to Chattandoga, says 
that the bill is being prepared and 
will soon be introduced.in the legis- 
lature. 

The proposed zone ingludes_ the 
counties of Cobb, Bartow, Floyd, 
Chattooga and Walker, the Georgia 
counties through which the Rome wing 
of the Dixie highway passes from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. The distance 
is approxiniately 100 miles and te 
estimated cost is $1,500,000 for a 
hard-surface road. Out of Chattanooga 
the road is conereted through Ross- 
ville to Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., and in 
Fulton, the conerete road — extends 
north to the Cobb county line. 

The bill to be sponsored will pro- 
vide for a constitutional amendment, 
and later submission of the bond issue 
to the vote of the ‘people in the five 
counties affeeted. It is proposed to 


the question ofj| finance the bond issue with the gas- 
-“#oline tax collected from the counties 


concerned. Under the provisions of 
the bill. no ad valorem tax would be 
required to retire the bonds. 

The unit system of road building in 
Georgia “was given impetus when six 
south Georgia’ counties voted as a 
unit and authorized 
which to build a highway traversing 
each county. The constitution = of 
Georgia was amended to allow the 
issue to be yoted upon. 

Tf the proposed Chattanooga to At- 
lanta read should be paved, it would 
be the longest stretch of hard surface 
road in the. state, extending from 
Chattanooga to Jonesboro, Ga., a dis- 
tanee of approximately 140 miles, and 
vould mean ‘that. the entire distance 


from Chattanooga to Macon, with ex- 
ception of about 50 miles would be 
over a concrete highway, as at nres- 
ent there are 15 miles: in Spalding 
county, ‘6 in Monroe and 15 miles 
in Bibb county, already paved with 
concrete.

lervation that permits their ancient 
grandeur to be appreciated by mod- 
ern eyes. The discovery reveals ad- 
ditional information regarding the 
half legendary race known as Toltecs 
/who are supposed to have inhabited 
the southern prong of North America 
(luring the first century, A. D., with 
itheir capital at Chicenitza. 
Quitzaleoat!] was the feathered ser- 
pent, the hero and god of the Toltee 
people, his wanderings have been re- 
corded and his story ends with a dra-

This’ was sur- 
mounted by a temple 40 feet square, 


columns of.solid, white limestone. On 
the terraces was sculptured a proces- 
sion of jaguars, eagles and warriors, 
originally brilliantly painted. 

“A ecollonnade of 60 columns stands 
before the pyramid; under which a 
passage leads to the pyramid itself. 
The pyramid is flanked on both sides 
by a massive feathered serpent, 
tail rests at the bottom of the stair- 
way and its fanged head projecting 
horizontally on a level with the base 
of the temple. 

“Atop the snake's head there is a 
human figure which formerly 
pennant poles. 
of rattlesnakes rests on the flagged 
pavement before the temple. In the 
rear their tails project above the 
building. The temple itself is com-

Brest, France, July 4.--P)—All 
the charges have been dismissed. 
fagainst Max Jerome Phaff, an Ameri- 
can now on bail, who was arrested in 
1924 charged with piracy raid on 
the steamer Mulhouse.

Exclusion Law 
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Washington, July 4.-—(Special.) 
Senator Harris, of Georgia, second 
ranking minority member on the sen- 
ate immigration committee, declares 
his opposition to any change in the 
Japanese exclusion act, which the 
committee framed, in an interview ap- 
pearing in a Japanese newspaper. 

Senator Harris said in part: 

“I have not been able to detect any 
change in American public opinion 
that either justifies or demands 
cousideration of the Japanese exclu- 
sion act. The people of the United 
States, [ think, entirely concur in the 
view of President Coolidge that we 
must find other ways and means of 
exhibiting our friendship for Japan 
than acquieseing in her desires on tiie 
immigration question. We meant uo 
aifront to Japanese pride in enacting 
exclusion. We mean none in adhering 
to it. i 

Sees Acceptance of Decision. 

“Americans have noted with satis- 
faction that the government and re- 
sponsible statesmen of Japan have 
apparently accepted the action of con- 
gress in a common-sense spirit. They 
are aware that extremists in Japan 
are less willing to face accomplished 
facts, as manifested by the plan to 
commemorate the passage of exclusion 
as ‘a day of national humiliation’ tor 
Japan., But we are pleased to think 
that such exhibitions do not reflect 
the real judgment or sentiment of the 
men in whose hands rests the duty 
of perpetuating the traditional frieid- 
ship between our two countries. 

“The charge is made that Jap- 
anese devinaioe has injured American 
business in Japan. The United States 
bureau of foreigh and doinestic coim- 
merce is authority for the statement 
that. exports of American merchan- 
dise to Japan have been affected 
slightly, if at all, during the past 
vear. The bureau’s figures show that 
American exports to Japan this year 
will average, monthly, practically as 
much as before.the exclusion 
ion was enacted.

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If there is one factor which more 
than any other contributes to indus- 
trial inefficiency, discontent and un- 
rest among the nation’s workers and 
loss of income, it -is the labor dis- 
pute.

FREIGHT REDUCTIONS. 
Vegetable growers in middle 
Georgia have won a signal victory 


in their crusade, conducted for 


many months through the Macon | 


Chamber of Commerce and other 
agencies, for reduced freight rates 
to eastern markets. The vegetable- 
growing industry of the section em- 
braced has been very largely stran- 
gled by the heavy rates charged, 
and the reductions of practically 
one-third, or a total of around $100 
a car, will represent a tremendous 
saving to-them, and at once stimu- 
late a new activity in the industry. 

The Southern railroad has an- 
nounced the new rates, which will 
shortly go into effect in grouped 
localities. The Macon Telegraph 
explains in a news article covering 
the revised rates, that— 

“The new bushel rates were listed, 
srouping the shipping points affected 
into classes A and B, with loading 
points under group A uniformly three 
cents cheaper rates than those listed 
in group B.

The old canception 
of children was, that a child was a 
little man. Therefore, a child who 
disobéved a law was a little criminal. 
Nothing could be more — viciously 
wrong than this idea. It is. the 
mother of all of our errors, in deal- 
ing with ehild life. A child ‘is nota 
man at all, big or little. (Childhood 
is a distinct phase of human develop- 


, powers. 


ment. The child has its own. peculiar 
limitations, and its own peculiar 
rights. 


To deal with the child as° one hav- 
ing the same resppnsibilities, even in 
a limited degree, as the adult, is not 
simply'to do him a grave injustice, 
but, in many cases, it does an irrepa- 
rable harm to his future development. 
Childhood is the period for the deyel- 
opment of the moral sense of respon- 
sibility, and for the awakening and 
challenging of latent faculties and 
For this reason, to hold the 
child responsible to, and to judge the 
child by laws made for adults is a 
social crime in itself. The gravest 
social blunders and tragedies of the 
past have come from making the child 
the victim of legal procedures, and 
standards of judgment, planned and 
fitted only for mature people. 

An Enlightened Program. 

All the rest of these bills seek to 
furnish the juvenile court its 1 _thed 
of procedure for dealing, with delin- 
quent childhood, from this standpoint. 
Childhood is dependent and irrespon- 
sible, but is capable of being develop- 
ed into, responsible and dependable 
citizenship. In this period of develop- 
nient it has a right to~the best pro- 
tection, and the most intelligent train- 
ing, which the state can provide. So 
in this program there are bills to pro- 
tect the child from the greed of busi- 
desertion by parents. <A eareful and 
safe measure for the legal adoption 
of children is provided. The illegiti- 
mate child is kafeguarded from the 
crime of its parents.

There are a\ few people who can 
see with their own eyes the. invisible 
world—London, for example, with its 
sandwich men and barrel organs at 
Victoria street and its omnibuses in 
Picadilly. There are more who can) 
live within a stone's throw of it all 
without being really aware of it— 
externals having for them no actual 
existence.

HEN Coney Island is red-hot, 
it is a Sizzler. A sausage pop- 
ping in the frying pan may 
be uncomfortable, but that 
wurst is in the serene and 
cool shades of paradise com- 
pared with the hundreds of thousands 
who come here té sweat and swelter, 
wili_and wabble on the burning. sands. 

The boardwalk feels as if they keep 
a furnace going underneath and on 
Surf avenue you get fhe sneaking no- 
tion that only a cardboard partition 
separates you from the place where 
Lucifer pokes up the pools of burning 
brimstone. 

Of the half million or so who visit- 
ed this ‘‘the world’s greatest amuse- 
ment park”’ last Sunday, for instance, 
fully four hundred thousand were ab- 
solutely fagged out and played out. 
They were sprawling in the most -gro- 
{esque and ludicrous positions, shad- 
ing their eyes from a merciless sun, 


getting their hides tanned and their - 


tars full of sand. Why they call this 
place a park-is a mystery, There is 
not a shade tree in sight, everything 
is blistering and_ boiling under the 
shimmying heat waves. Once in a 
while a cool breeze blows in from the 
ocean and*®the mob revives, stirs 
lethargically in its day dreams and 
shifts position only to go on again 
with the interrupted snooze. 

But Coney Island offers a colorful 
scene withal.

come to spend here are not. the

maids. 


The little girl, who sew buttons on 
men’s overalls comes here, hires a 
ecrgeous bathing suit and struts down 
the shore with the bravado and swank 
of Madame de Maintenon.

HE civilization of Mexico City 

is literally pressing it into the 
earth. ‘Churches and hotels, 
Government buildings and 
theaters, all are sinking verv 
slowly but so steadily that it 
has roused grave alarm in the Mexican 
capital. The swampy land where the 
Aztecs originally founded the city is 
not a foundation upon which thousands 
of tons of cement and brick can te 
placed without peril. 

Mexico City is celebrating, this year, 
the six hundredth anniversary of its 
birth. Whether or not it will be able to 
celebrate many more such centennials 
is far from certain, for within a time 
that may be calculated with reasonable 
certainty, its buildings and monuments 
may have sunk so far and toppled so 
crazily that the festivities will be turned 
into a sad farewell. . 

What trick of tate was it that made 
Mexico’s chief city develop on such un- 
stable grounds. 

The answer lies “Six hundred years 
behind us, in those dim days a century 
before Columbus was born. In the 
year 1325 a band of Aztec Indians 
came out of the mountains in Northern 
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Pumping liquid cement into the subsoil beneath the
